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REPORT  OF  THE  CHIEF  OF  POLICE 


We  had  another  busy  year  in  1990.  At  the  top  of  our  list  of  investigations 
were  drug  and  alcohol  abuse,  and  the  problems  that  arise  from  these  abuses, 
such  as  domestic  disturbances,  runaways,  criminal  mischief,  thefts,  and  many 
more.  We  appreciate  the  help  we  received  from  parents  and  teachers  with 
these  problems.  If  we  all  try  a  little  harder,  maybe  we  can  turn  this 
problem  around. 

1  am  asking  for  a  fifth  full-time  police  officer  in  1991.  If  approved,  the 
officer  would  not  start  until  October  or  November  of  1991.  I  will  explain 
why  we  need  this  officer: 

Civil  liability  has  never  been  higher  on  public  servants  than  it  is  right 
now--you  have  seen  this  in  Newton  in  the  past.  Officers  must  spend  more 
time  on  investigations  and  must  be  better  trained,  because  of  civil  litiga- 
tion. With  the  addition  of  another  full-time  officer,  the  chance  of  civil 
litigation  would  drop.  Many  times  during  the  year,  my  officers  are 
overburdened,  and  this  is  when  we  could  have  a  problem  with  liability. 

Police  Standards  and  Training  demands  a  certain  amount  of  training;  with 
the  number  of  officers  I  have  now,  it  is  difficult  to  get  this  training  and 
do  the  amount  of  work  we  have  to  do.  The  town  is  growing,  and  we  have  more 
roads  and  houses  to  cover.  Also,  we  have  a  need  for  round-the-clock 
coverage. 

Another  big  reason  we  are  in  need  of  a  fifth  officer  is  that  we  need  to  put 
an  officer  into  the  schools  on  a  regular  basis  to  assist  in  the  war  on  drugs, 
I  would  like  to  have  an  officer  qualified  in  the  D.A.R.E.  Program  to  communi- 
cate with  the  schools  on  drug  education. 

I  would  appreciate  your  help  at  the  Town  Meeting  in  March.

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FIRE  DEPARTMENT 

There  are  36  active  members  on  the  Newton  Fire  Department  this 
year.  Twenty  five  are  N.H.  certified  Level  I.   Of  these,  thirteen 
are  Certified  Level  II  (Career  Level).   We  have  eight 
Certified  E.M.T.  and  two  Certified  First  Responders. 

The  Fire  Department  conducted  a  Fire  Safety  Program  in  the 
Elementary  school  and  in  the  Nursery  schools. 

We  conducted  two  Live  Fire  Trainings;  one  in  a  Newton  barn  on  Pond 
Street  near  the  railroad  bridge,  in  which  ten  towns  participated 
and  one  in  a  small  house  on  Dugway  Road  near  Anthony  Circle  in 
which  two  towns  participated.  We  have  also  participated  in  Live 
Fire  Training  with  Kingston  on  North  Danville  Road,  with  East 
Kingston  on  Route  107A,  and  with  Hampstead  on  Brown  Hill  Road. 

We  have  adopted  the  Incident  Command  System  of  Fire  Fighting, 
taught  by  Chief  Pepler  from  Exeter.  The  Incident  of  Command  System 
is  a  business  like  approach  to  organizing  fire  ground  tactics.  It 
was  developed  in  approximately  1977  in  Southern  California  and  has 
spread  across  the  country  to  the  east  coast. 

We  had  one  structure  fire  this  year  caused  by  a  construction  heater 
that  was  used  to  thaw  pipes  and  was  placed  too  close  to  the 
Building. 

I  would  like  to  thank  the  members  of  the  Newton  Fire  Department  for 
their  tireless  effort  and  dedication.

CIVIL  DEFENSE 

I  would  like  to  tell  you  about  your  Emergency  Management  Team. 
The  people  of  this  town  have  a  lot  to  be  thankful  for  because  of 
the  people  that  give  of  their  time  to  be  able  to  help  protect  you 
from  flood,  hurricanes,  hazardous  material  spills  and  bomb 
scares.   We  also  work  with  the  Fire  and  Police  Departments. 

Your  Emergency  Team  consists  of  a  Director,  Assistant  Director, 
Board  of  Selectmen,  Members  of  the  Fire  and  Police  Departments, 
Transportation  Coordinator  and  Assistant,  Town  Clerk  and 
Assistant,  Radiological  Officer  and  Assistant,  Road  Agent  and 
Assistant. 

If  there  is  any  trouble  that  requires  the  Emergency  Team,  the 
different  departments  have  to  be  coordinated.  The  Emergency 
Operation  Center  (EOC)  is  located  in  the  upstairs  of  the  Center 
Fire  Station  on  South  Main  Street.  When  it  has  to  be  opened  for 
any  emergency,  the  telephones  that  are  in  the  fire  station  are 
manned.  The  radios  of  both  fire  and  civil  defense 
are  activated. 

As  the  people  are  needed,  they  are  called  from  their  jobs  and 
take  their  places  at  the  EOC.  This  past  year,  we  had  three 
drills  that  were  in  connection  with  the  Seabrook  Nuclear  Station. 
We  worked  with  Seabrook  because  we  are  in  the  10  mile  zone  and 
they  have  provided  the  Town  of  Newton  with  much  equipment  to  help 
protect  you  in  case  of  a  problem  at  the  plant. 

It  is  because  of  the  drills  that  it  makes  our  job  of  protect-  ing 
the  people  of  the  town  much  easier  if  any  problems  arise  or  other 
disasters  should  occur.  The  money  in  the  budget  is  the  amount 
set  aside  for  any  of  the  above  mentioned  happenings.  We  all  know 
that  if  we  had  a  hurricane  and  it  did  a  lot  of  damage,  the  amount 
in  the  budget  would  not  be  enough  but  we  feel  that  it  is  enough 
to  take  care  of  every  day  happenings.  If  there  are  any  questions 
that  you  might  have  please  feel  free  to  call  me.  Once  again  I 
wish  to  thank  all  the  staff  of  the  EOC  for  their  untiring  efforts 
in  the  past  year.

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GALE  LIBRARY 

1990  was  a  very  productive  year  at  the  Gale  Library.  The 
library  entered  the  high  tech  age  with  the  increased  use  by 
patrons  of  personal  computers  and  the  microfiche  machine  which 
permits  readers  to  peruse  back  issues  of  Time.  Newsweek.  U.S. 
News  and  World  Report,  and  some  issues  of  Business  Week.  We 
hope  in  the  near  future  to  acquire  the  New  York  Times  on 
microfiche  to  extend  the  reference  materials  available  to  our 
students  and  adults. 

The  library  has  at  this  printing  issued  2,205  library  cards. 
This  is  a  good  indication  of  extensive  library  use  in  a 
community  of  approximately  4,000  people.  In  1990,  15,153  books, 
magazines,  and  audio-visual  materials  circulated.  We  are 
grateful  to  the  people  of  Newton  whose  continued  support  has 
allowed  us  to  provide  the  latest  in  best  sellers,  lively 
children's  literature,  up  to  date  reference  materials,  a  variety 
of  periodicals,  and  video  tapes  and  cassettes. 

We  are  indebted  to  the  Friends  of  the  Library  who  sponsor  a 
variety  of  activities  to  benefit  the  library.  These  events 
include  Santa's  visit,  the  ever  popular  Newton  road  race,  and 
Toys  for  Tots.  The  Friends  also  sell  books  which  have  been 
weeded  from  the  library  collection  according  to  the  guidelines 
of  the  American  Library  Association  and  the  New  Hampshire  State 
Library.  These  books  may  be  purchased  at  any  time  at  the 
library,  a  bonanza  for  those  who  like  to  browse. 

The  library  sponsored  several  community  programs  in  1990.  For 
the  kids  there  were  Toddlers'  Tales,  Story  Hour,  Crafts  for 
Kids,  First  Graders'  Day,  and,  in  the  summer.  Little  Red  Wagon, 
Circus  Day,  and  the  summer  reading  program.  A  Book  Review 
Circle  for  adults  meets  monthly  from  September  to  June. 

The  library  received  several  gift  books  in  1990  and  displayed 
original  art  work.  We  always  welcome  exhibits  for  our  display 
case. 

With  great  regret  the  Trustees  accepted  the  resignation  of  Jean 
Grogan.  Jean  has  been  a  tireless  and  enthusiastic  member  of  the 
staff  and  is  an  especially  entertaining  clown  on  Circus  Day. 

And  in  1990,  the  library  celebrated  the  memory  of  Marjorie 
Reynolds  whose  contributions  as  librarian,  staff  member,  and 
friend  were  monumental .

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PLANNING  BOARD 

During  the  year  1990,  the  Newton  Planning  Board  held  nineteen 
(19)  Regular  Meetings,  one  (1)  Special  Meeting  and  conducted 
sixteen  (16)  Public  Hearings. 

The  Planning  Board  adopted  a  new  set  of  By-Laws,  revised  the 
Subdivision  Regulations  to  add  a  checklist  and  added  the  fees 
for  a  Lot  Line  Adjustment.  The  Board  also  revised  the 
Non-Residential  Site  Plan  Regulations  to  bring  them  in  line  with 
the  latest  RSA's,  revised  the  fee  schedule,  added  the  abutters 
list,  and  completely  revised  the  application. 

The  Planning  Board  embarked  on  no  new  programs  that  could  not  be 
completed  in  less  than  one  year  because  of  the  vote  at  the  Town 
Meeting  held  in  March  of  1990,  that  held  the  potential  for  a 
complete  change  in  the  make  up  of  the  Board  for  1991  and  later. 

At  the  annual  election  of  Planning  Board  Officers,  George  M. 
Moore,  Jr.  was  elected  Chairman,  Richard  E.  Monahan  was  elected 
Vice-chairman  and  Nancy  J.  Marden  was  elected  Treasurer.  During 
the  year,  Richard  Monahan  resigned  due  to  the  pressures  of 
business. 

The  Planning  Board  holds  its  regular  meetings  on  the  second  and 
fourth  Tuesdays  of  each  month  except  in  March  when  there  is  only 
one  meeting  held  on  the  fourth  Tuesday.  The  Board  tries  to 
schedule  all  Public  Hearings  for  Lot  Line  Adjustments, 
Subdivisions  and  Non-Residential  Site  Plans  on  the  fourth 
Tuesday  of  each  month.  These  meetings  are  held  on  the  second 
floor  of  the  Town  Hall  and  the  Public  is  invited  to  attend. 

Meeting  notices  and  meeting  agendas  are  posted  at  the  Town  Hall 
and  at  both  Post  Offices  at  least  24  hours  before  each  meeting.

CONSERVATION  connissiON 

The  Conservation  Commission  meets  on  the  1st,  3rd  and  5th  Thursdays  of  the  month 
at  7;30  PM  in  the  Town  Hall.   All  meetings  Are   open  to  the  public. 

We  are  pleased  to  report  that  the  bridge  on  the  "Peanut  Trail",  that  was  approved 
in  1989,  finally  became  a  reality  this  past  summer.   With  the  Peanut  Trail  as  a 
corner  stone,  the  Commission  has  begun  work  on  a  town  wide  trail  system.   This 
year  we  cleared  and  marked  two  miles  of  trails. 

The  Conservation  Commission  continues  to  review  and  submit  input  on  State  Dredge 
and  Fill  Permit  Applications  and  Subdivision  proposals.   We  have  worked  with  the 
Selectmen,  other  town  boards  and  officials,  and  concerned  citizens  on  matters 
involving  the  natural  resources  of  the  town. 

We  continue  with  our  program  of  surveying  and  inventorying  town  property. 

This  year,  the  Conservation  Commission  sponsored  a  student  to  the  Society  for  the 
Protection  of  N.H.  Forests  Conservation  Camp.   The  student,  Scott  Bradstreet, 
reported  back  to  us  that  it  was  a  hands  on  educational  experience  that  he  would 
recommend  to  anyone. 

In  1990,  the  Conservation  Commission  members  volunteered  approximately  425  hours 
in  service  to  the  Town  of  Newton.

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BOARD  OF  HEALTH 

Since  my  appointment  in  August  as  Health  Officer,  it  has  been  my 
pleasure  to  meet  and  work  with  many  people  of  the  Town.  As  a 
part-time  position,  my  availability  is  on  an  as-needed  basis,  so 
please  feel  free  to  call  me  at  any  time.  I  can  be  reached  at 
home  during  the  evening  at  382-4187  or  if  circumstances  dictate, 
I  can  be  reached  at  work  through  the  Selectmen's  Office.  The 
Assistant  Health  Officer,  Robert  Leverone,  is  also  available  if 
I  am  unable  to  be  there. 

Although  new  construction  is  essentially  at  a  stand-still,  many 
homeowners  have  chosen  to  add  on  to  or  remodel  their  present 
homes.  As  a  reminder  to  residents,  the  State  of  New  Hampshire 
has  strict  guidelines  and  regulations  for  septic  systems 
relative  to  adding  on  to  a  home  or  converting  from  seasonal  to 
year  round  occupancy.  The  State  has  also  recently  revised 
regulations  pertaining  to  septic  system  repair.  A  failed  septic 
system  may  still  be  replaced  "in  kind"  but  now  must  meet  the 
same  setback  and  groundwater  criteria  as  that  of  a  new 
instal lation. 

As  a  part  of  the  on-going  monitoring  process  of  the  Super  Fund 
Site  in  Kingston,  Country  Pond  was  once  again  tested  last  fall 
for  water  quality.  I  am  pleased  to  report  that  tests  came  back 
negative  for  contamination  from  hazardous  materials. 
Also  in  hazardous  waste  news,  the  Town  was  cited  by  the  State 
early  in  the  year  for  storing  household  hazardous  waste  at  the 
Transfer  Station.  Subsequent  cleanup  and  inspections  gave  the 
Town  a  clean  bill  of  health  for  surface  storage.  The  Hydro- 
logical  Study  is  underway,  which  the  results  are  not  yet 
available. 

Please  note  that  the  Town  has  recently  instituted  a  Recycling 
Program  at  the  Transfer  Station.  Separate  containers  have  been 
set  up  for  cardboard,  paper  and  aluminum.  With  a  minimum  of 
effort,  we  can  all  work  together  in  recycling  and  perhaps  put  a 
dent  in  the  financial  needs  of  the  community. 
I  look  forward  to  working  with  you  in  the  coming  years.

During  1990  the  Town  of  Newton  received  a  variety  of  services  from 
the  Rockingham  Planning  Commission,  planners  from  the  Rockingham 
Planning  Commission  attended  three  Planning  Board  meetings  and 
discussed  a  variety  of  planning  issues  including:  citizen  petition 
zoning  amendments,  home  occupations,  turn-around  designs  for 
dead-end  streets,  elderly  housing,  cluster  housing,  corner  lots, 
membership  of  the  Town's  land  use  boards,  and  soil  based  lot 
sizing.  Research  was  conducted  on  these  topics  and  information 
was  provided  to  the  Planning  Board.  In  addition.  Commission  staff 
members  handled  several  telephone  inquiries  from  Newton  citizens 
and  local  officials. 

In  addition  to  Town-specific  assistance,  Newton  benefited  from 
planning  services  provided  on  a  region-wide  basis  to  member 
communities.   During  1990  these  included  but  were  not  limited  to: 

1.  Provided  administrative,  organizational  and  planning 
assistance  to  the  Southeast  Regional  Solid  Waste  District  (149-M). 
The  District  is  a  21  town  organization  created  to  plan  for  and 
develop  long  term  solid  waste  disposal  options  in  Southeastern 
Rockingham  County.  Specific  work  this  year  included  a  complete 
update/ rewrite  of  the  1987  Solid  Waste  Plan  as  required  by  State 
law. 

2.  Completed  work  on  the  third  phase  of  a  multi-year  effort  to 
develop  a  regional  master  plan  designed  to  set  forth  land  use  and 
development  policies  for  the  region  and  to  develop  supporting  data 
for  those  policies.  Topics  covered  included  in  phase  III  are: 
Water  Resources,  Forestry,  Wildlife  and  Farmland  Protection. 

3.  Prepared  and  distributed  our  annual  zoning  and  building  code 
amendment  calendar  informing  town  officials  of  the  required  timing 
of  events  associated  with  proposed  zoning  and  building  code 
amendments. 

4.  Organized  the  6th  Annual  Rockingham  County  Household  Hazardous 
Waste  Collection  Project  providing  County  residents  with 
environmentally  safe  disposal  of  unwanted  hazardous  household 
products . 

5.  Prepared  and  distributed  Summary  of  RSA  Amendments  -  1990,  our 
annual  summary  of  changes  to  planning-related  RSA's.  The  document 
explains  changes  made  during  the  year's  legislative  session,  and 
suggests  actions  necessary  for  compliance. 

6.  Provided  ongoing  technical  assistance  and  support  to  the 
Plaistow  Area  Transit  Advisory  Committee  (PATAC)  in  their  efforts 
to  improve  public  transit  service  in  the  Plaistow  area  (including 
extension  of  MBTA  service. 

As  always,  the  Commission  Staff  is  eager  to  assist  you  and  the 
Town  of  Newton.

Rockingham  Visiting  Nurse  Association  (formerly  Exeter  Area 
Visiting  Nurse)  is  a  broad-based  home  and  community  health 
agency.  It  is  a  not-for — profit,  licensed,  50103  corporation 
with  medicare  certifications.  In  order  to  give  as 
representative  picture  as  possible  of  delivered  service  to  the 
community,  this  report  is  organized  around  the  three  (3)  major 
departments  in  the  agency  and  utilizes  a  combination  of 
narrative  statement  and  numerical  tabulation. 

Rockingham  VNA's  Acute  Care  Department  provides  service  to 
acutely  ill  individuals,  e.g.  monitoring  cardiac  conditions, 
diabetic  teaching,  wound  and  ostomy  management  as  well  as 
"high-tech"  home  care.  The  continued  trend  of  early  hospital 
discharge  has  led  to  many  more  seriously  ill  patients  being 
cared  for  at  home.  Consequently,  it  is  imperative  that  careful 
coordination  between  the  acute  care  department  and  the  hospital 
is  done  to  assure  adequate  services  for  the  patient  and  his 
family  upon  discharge. 

Rockingham  VNA's  Daily  Support  Department  provides  services  to 
individuals  who  have  problems  of  aging,  chronic  illness,  or 
handicaps,  and  are  delivered  in  short  intensive  visits,  e.g. 
homemaking,  maintenance  nursing,  or  in  extended  time  periods, 
e.g.  H.E.L.P.  and  extended  care.  This  department  also  offers 
advice  as  to  kinds  of  care  that  may  be  needed,  whether  the 
individual  is  a  regular  client  or  not. 

Rockingham  VNA's  Health  Promotion  Department  provides  a  large 
range  of  services  to  all  age  groups  which  are  primarily 
educational  and/or  preventive.  This  department  also  works  with 
multiple  groups  to  provide  and  support  health  activities  in  the 
community . 

We  look  forward  to  continuing  the  provision  of  home  health 
services  in  your  town  during  1991.

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LAMPREY  HEALTH  CARE 

The  Senior  Citizen  Transportation  Program  enables  the  seniors  of 
Newton  to  remain  independent  and  active  through  the  provision  of 
transportation  to  needed  services.  Weekly,  the  seniors  in  your 
community  are  taken  grocery  shopping,  to  the  pharmacy,  to 
medical  appointments,  and  on  other  necessary  trips.  A 
recreational  trip  is  planned  monthly  and  special  appointments 
which  do  not  fit  into  the  schedule  are  provided  by  our  drivers 
or  a  group  of  volunteers  from  the  program. 

Three  of  our  busses  are  equipped  with  hydraulic  lifts  for  those 
residents  confined  to  a  wheelchair. 

We  estimate  that  by  year's  end,  736  rides  will  be  provided  to 
senior  and  handicapped  citizens  from  Newton.  We  are  pleased  to 
provide  this  service  in  Newton,  and  feel  that  transportation  is 
one  of  the  most  important  programs  operated  by  Lamprey  Health 
Care. 

Lamprey  Health  Care  also  operates  a  medical  program,  providing 
primary  medical  care  and  social  services,  and  has  medical 
offices  in  Raymond  and  Newmarket.  The  medical  staff  consists  of 
seven  physicians:  five  Family  Physicians,  an  Obstetrician/ 
Gynecologist,  and  a  Pediatrician.  A  Certified  Physician's 
Assistant  and  two  Nurse  Practitioners  round  out  the  medical 
team.  The  medical  program  also  consists  of  social  service 
assistance  and  health  education  and  promotion  activities. 

The  cost  of  operating  the  programs  which  serve  your  community 
continues  to  rise,  but  funding  from  federal  sources  does  not.  In 
the  last  six  months  alone,  fuel  prices  for  operating  our  busses 
have  increased  by  50%.  This  is  stressing  the  budgets  of  this 
program  and  is  forcing  us  to  request  additional  local  dollars  to 
continue  providing  the  level  of  service  our  elderly  riders  rely 
on. 

Dollars  from  the  Town  of  Newton  will  be  combined  with  25  other 
towns  to  provide  match  for  federal  dollars  available.  We  under- 
stand the  difficulties  of  local  communities  to  commit  dollars  to 
funding  programs,  but  the  benefits  of  keeping  the  elderly 
independent  and  in  their  homes  rather  than  in  more  expensive 
nursing  home  situations  prove  that  these  are  dollars  well  spent. 

Newton's  continued  support  is  critical  to  the  operation  of 
Lamprey  Health  Care's  programs.  We  look  forward  to  providing 
services  to  the  residents  in  1990.

Rockingham  County  Community  Action  Program,  Inc.  (RCCAP)  is  a 
private,  non-profit  corporation.  Our  mission  is  to  serve  the 
multitude  of  needs  of  the  county's  low- income  residents  by 
assisting  them  in  coping  with  the  hardships  of  poverty,  giving 
them  the  tools  to  lift  themselves  out  of  poverty  and  seeking  to 
eradicate  the  root  causes  of  poverty.  RCCAP  has  been 
effectively  serving  these  needs  for  more  than  twenty-four  years. 

The  Greater  Raymond  Community  Action  Center  is  the  outreach 
office  of  RCCAP  serving  residents  of  Newton  and  14  other 
communities,  and  as  such,  acts  as  Newton's  central  resource  for 
information  regarding  all  available  human  services.  In 
addition,  RCCAP  offers  service  sites  in  18  other  Rockingham 
County  communities  for  the  application  and  provision  of  various 
Community  Action  services. 

Community  Action  provides  a  wide  range  of  services  which  are 
unduplicated  elsewhere  in  the  county.  Most  of  these  services 
meet  immediate,  critical  needs  and  all  have  a  direct  and 
positive  impact  on  people's  lives.  The  following  services  were 
provided  by  Community  Action  to  eligible  residents  of  Newton 
from  July  1,  1989  through  June  30,  1990: 

57  households  received  Fuel  Assistance,  a  program  which  provides 
a  financial  grant  of  up  to  $450.00  to  assist  with  energy-related 
expenses. 

3  homes  were  weather i zed  through  the  Weatherization  Program, 

which  provides  high  quality  energy  conservation  materials  and 
skilled  labor  to  weather ize  homes  of  low- income  households  in 
order  to  reduce  heating  costs  and  conserve  energy. 

3  children  were  provided  meals  from  private  family  day  care 
homes  which  participate  in  the  Rockingham  Family  Day  Care 
Program. 

2  child  care  referrals  were  arranged  through  the  Child  Care 
Resource  and  Referral  Program,  which  compiles  current  data  on 
all  available  child  care  options,  provides  child  care  referrals 
to  employees  of  participating  companies  as  well  as  to  the 
general  public,  and  expands  the  supply  of  quality  day  care  by 
recruiting,  training  and  assisting  new  day  care  providers. 

29  women,  infants  and  children  received  help  through  the  WIC 
Program,  which  offers  supplemental  nutritious  foods,  nutrition 
education,  breastfeeding  support  and  health  care  referrals  to 
pregnant  women,  nursing  mothers  and  children  up  to  the  age  of  5. 

1  child  was  enrolled  in  Head  Start,  a  comprehensive  early 
childhood  development  program  designed  to  meet  the  needs  of 
low-income  and  special  needs  children  and  their  families. 

238  food  packets  were  provided  through  the  Surplus  Food  Program, 

which  distributes  USDA  surplus  food  to  low-income  households 
through  periodic  mass  distributions. 
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2  children  were  enrolled  in  Camp  Sebago,  a  week- long  overnight 
summer  camp  for  low- income  children  between  the  ages  of  7  and 
12. 

2  emergency  food  packages  were  provided  through  the  Emergency 

Food  Pantry,  a  program  which  provides  a  temporary  emergency 
supply  of  non-perishable  food  to  households  facing  severe 
economic  hardship. 

5  residents  utilized  the  Emergency  Response  System  (Lifeline)  in 

their  homes.  This  system  is  installed  in  the  homes  of  homebound 
elderly  or  disabled  people  in  order  to  ensure  their  safety  and 
maintain  their  independence  and  quality  of  life  by  providing 
immediate  access  to  emergency  medical  responders. 

22  residents  received  services  from  Outreach  Centers  including 
information  and  referral,  client  advocacy,  direct  client 
assistance  and  crisis  intervention  services. 

In  addition  to  these  major  programs,  much  of  our  staff  time  is 
devoted  to  working  with  people  who  come  to  us  seeking  help. 
During  the  past  year,  we  received  22  calls  or  visits  from  Newton 
resident,  some  of  which  were  crisis  calls  involving  fuel  or 
utility  problems,  the  lack  of  food  or  clothing  or  general 
financial  needs.  By  working  closely  together  with  local  and 
state  welfare  administrators,  fuel  and  utility  companies,  other 
human  service  agencies  and  interested  clergy  and  civic  groups, 
we  are  able  to  link  those  in  need  with  the  services  available  to 
them. 

Since  the  services  we  provide  greatly  relieve  the  towns  we  serve 
of  the  full  financial  burden  of  providing  for  the  needs  of  their 
low- income  residents,  we  ask  every  community  we  serve  to  make  a 
financial  contribution  to  our  agency  based  upon  the  level  of 
service  we  have  provided  to  its  residents.  The  amount  we 
request  equals  4.536  of  the  total  dollar  value  of  services  we 
provided  during  the  previous  fiscal  year,  which  means  that  we 
request  $4.50  for  every  $100.00  we  provided  in  direct  services. 

From  July  1,  1989  through  June  30,  1990,  Community  Action 
provided  $63,187  in  services  to  Newton  residents.  We  are 
therefore  requesting  the  Town  of  Newton  to  contribute  4.5%  of 
this  amount,  or  $2,843.  The  Town  of  Newton  has  contributed  to 
our  agency  for  many  years,  and  we  extend  our  appreciation  to  you 
for  your  continued  support.

Newton  is  represented  by  Charlene  O.  Pinkerton,  Welfare 
Administrator  for  the  Town. 

19,874  meals  were  served  from  the  Vic  Geary  Center  this 
past  year.  It  should  be  noted  that  27  residents  received  meals 
on  wheels  this  past  year.  A  hot  noon  meal  was  delivered  five 
days  per  week  with  frozen  weekend  and  holiday  meals  also 
provided.   Where  necessary,  an  evening  meal  was  also  delivered. 

20,154  units  of  social  service  including  home  visits, 
referrals,  support  counseling,  care  management,  nutrition 
information  and  advocacy  were  provided  from  the  center.  1,380 
units  of  transportation  were  provided  and  4,617  hours  of  service 
were  donated  by  volunteers  working  at  the  center  under  the 
Retired  Senior  Volunteer  Program. 

Several  area  senior  organizations  regularly  meet  free  of 
charge  at  the  Vic  Geary.  The  Merry  Travelers  Club  with  a 
membership  of  125  offer  day  and  overnight  trips  to  area  seniors. 
56  members  of  XYZ  (Extra  years  of  Zest)  meet  regularly  enjoying 
various  recreational  activities.  Several  non  profit  organi- 
zations hold  their  meetings  here  including  the  Knights  of 
Pythias  and  Grange.  200  members  of  Alcoholics  Anonymous  meet 
each  Friday.  Many  other  Towns  and  area  residents  are  serviced 
by  activities  such  as  dance  classes,  recreational  games,  aerobic 
classes,  travel  club,  etc. 

Throughout  the  year,  monthly  blood  pressure  clinics  are 
held.  Other  clinics  such  as  hearing  and  sight  are  conduted  by 
the  Rockingham  Visiting  Nurses.  Flu  shots  are  offered.  Fuel 
assistance  intakes  are  done  on  an  annual  basis  at  the  center. 
Informative  guest  speakers  on  subjects  such  as  financial 
planning  are  invited  throughtout  the  year. 

The  Center  is  a  pleasant,  spacious  place  for  senior  citizens 
to  gather  to  participate  in  all  activities.  We  would  appreciate 
your  continuing  support.

Each  year  in  New  Hampshire  alone,  approximately  40,000  women  are 
beaten  by  their  husbands  or  boyfriends.  Victims  of  partner 
abuse  often  need  a  variety  of  support  services  to  help  them  make 
successful  transitions  to  new  lives. 

A  SAFE  PLACE  is  currently  the  only  organization  in  Rockingham 
and  Strafford  Counties  providing  shelter,  support  groups  and 
advocacy  services  specifically  for  battered  women.  The  shelter 
can  house  up  to  twelve  women  and  children  at  a  time;  length  of 
stay  is  based  on  individual  circumstances.  Six  paid  staff 
members  and  over  fifty  active  volunteers  help  provide  the 
following  services:  shelter,  24-hour  crisis  line,  peer 
counseling,  support  groups,  legal  advocacy,  emergency 
transportation,  and  information  and  referral. 

This  year,  an  estimated  2  town  residents  were  provided  with 
approximately  6  units  (or  instances)  of  advocacy  and  support. 
This  represents  a  decrease  over  the  number  served  in  previous 
years.  However,  as  mentioned  above,  services  to  towns 
throughout  Rockingham  County  have  increased  by  7  percent  this 
year.  Continued  support  from  the  Town  of  Newton  is  still 
essential  to  our  ability  to  make  these  life-saving  services 
available  to  Newton  residents  who  need  them  in  the  future.  If 
statistics  from  Newton  continue  to  decline,  funding  requests 
will  continue  to  be  adjusted  accordingly. 

Thank  you  for  your  support  of  our  work  with  battered  women  from 
the  Town  of  Newton,  and  for  your  consideration  of  our  request.

WOMEN'S  RESOURCE  CENTER 

The  purpose  of  the  Women's  Resource  Center  is  to  ensure  that 
women  in  the  community  are  provided  with  needed  services  and 
resources  to  remedy  the  damage  which  has  resulted  from  sexist 
values  and  priorities  in  our  society.  In  pursuing  this  purpose, 
the  Center  will  work  to  identify  areas  in  which  needs  exist  and 
may  seek  to  meet  this  goal  by  advocating  for  improved  or 
modified  services  from  existing  agencies,  or  by  facilitating  the 
work  of  other  groups  with  similar  purpose. 

In  1990  the  Women's  Resource  Center  provided  residents  of  the 
Town  of  Newton  with  58  hours  of  service.  Statistical  data 
includes  January  1,  1990  to  September  30,  1990.  The  Center 
provides  the  following  services  to  victims  of  sexual  violence  at 
no  cost: 

*  24  hour  rape  crisis  hotline. 

*  Immediate  crisis  intervention  advocacy  for  sexual 
assault  victims  at  hospital  emergency  room. 

*  Court  and  police  advocacy  for  victims  and  their 
f ami  1 ies. 

*  Police  &  hospital  training  on  working  with  victims  of 
sexual  violence. 

*  Prevention  programs  for  children  and  teens  in  the 
school  system  on  personal  safety,  date  rape  and 
incest. 

*  Group  and  individual  counseling,  support  and 
referrals. 

The  cost  of  an  hourly  unit  of  service  is  $48.00.  We  request 
that  participating  town  support  us  with  1/3  of  the  total  cost  of 
services  rendered  to  residents  of  their  town. 

Your  continued  support  has  helped  us  to  insure  the  provision  of 
quality  services  to  victims  of  sexual  assault  in  Rockingham, 
Strafford  and  Southern  York  counties.

Founded 
in  1978  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  dying  and  their  families,  it 
believes  that  persons  with  a  life-limiting  illness  should,  as  far 
as  possible,  be  allowed  to  choose  the  way  they  spend  the 
remaining  part  of  life. 

Hospice  realizes  that  most  people  who  are  ill  may  prefer  to 
remain  in  the  security  of  their  own  home  surrounded  by  loved  ones 
and  friends,  and  try  to  make  that  possible  for  as  long  as  the 
patient  and  family  wish.  The  organization  places  a  high  priority 
on  pain  relief  and  symptom  control  allowing  patients  to  live  as 
fulfilling  and  comfortable  a  life  as  possible.  Everyone 
connected  with  Hospice  honors  the  fact  that  each  person  has 
individual  values  and  needs,  and  therefore  dignity,  integrity  and 
personal  choices  are  respected. 

A  comprehensive  program  is  available  offering  a  full  range  of 
services  with  a  team  approach;  the  patient's  physician,  a  nurse, 
social  worker,  clergy,  and  specially  trained  volunteers. 
Assistance  is  available  24  hours  a  day,  seven  days  a  week. 
Programs  for  bereaved  adults  and  children,  a  Loan  Closet 
containing  electric  hospital  beds,  wheelchairs,  etc.,  a  speakers' 
bureau,  in-service  training  programs,  and  a  lending  library  and 
information  concerning  area  support  and  national  Hospice  programs 
are  all  available  to  the  Seacoast  community  through  Seacoast 
Hospice.

ROCKINGHAM  COUNSELING  CENTER 

Our  Agency's  mission  is  to  serve  all  those  in  need  of  quality 
counseling  services  regardless  of  their  ability  to  pay.  This 
commitment  has  led  to  an  increase  of  clients  without  health 
insurance  because  they  are  unable  to  pay  the  higher  minimum  fees 
of  other  counseling  centers.  Seventy  percent  (705IS)  of  our 
clients  are  low  income  and  68%  do  not  have  health  insurance  to 
cover  their  counseling  needs. 

Residents  of  Newton,  calling  us  are  experiencing  the  following 
problems:  financial,  drug  and  alcohol  abuse,  divorce,  marital 
problems,  depression,  problems  with  their  children,  child  abuse 
and  a  variety  of  other  problems.  In  the  past  year  we  provided 
over  2300  hours  of  counseling  to  those  needing  help  at  an  average 
cost  to  the  Agency  for  the  provision  of  these  services  of 
approximately  $80  per  unit. 
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We  rely  on  our  neighbors,  whose  residents  we  serve,  to  help  us 
with  the  difference,  so  that  no  one  in  need  of  help  will  be 
denied  access  to  quality  services. 

Sources  of  revenue  for  our  services  continue  to  include  Seacoast 
United  Way,  client  fees,  charitable  contributions,  fund  raising 
events  and  the  support  of  State,  County  and  towns  of  Rockingham 
County.  Town  contributions  are  a  primary  source  of  funding, 
representing  approximately  30%  of  our  operating  budget. 

Your  generous  support  in  the  past  has  enabled  us  to  continue  our 
counseling  services  to  your  residents.  We  sincerely  hope  that 
you  will  once  more  assist  us  as  we  provide  the  vital  help  needed. 
Your  contribution  will  serve  to  maintain  the  Rockingham 
Counseling  Center  as  a  social  service  for  your  community.

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FAMILY  MEDIATION  &  JUVENILE  SERVICES 

Family  Mediation  &  Juvenile  Services  has  had  a  very  exciting  and 
eventful  year.  The  agency  continues  to  serve  as  a  resource  for 
youths  and  their  families  experiencing  conflicts.  In  addition 
to  operating  the  already  established  and  much  utilized  court 
diversion  programs:  Family  Medication,  Community  Service  and 
DART  (Drug  Abuse  Reduction  Training);  the  agency  functions  as  a 
referral  source  for  other  services;  a  crisis  intervention 
program;  and  a  liaison  to  the  area  police  departments,  the 
Plaistow  District  Court,  and  area  schools. 

This  past  year,  Family  Mediation  &  Juvenile  Services  has  been 
very  active  within  the  community,  and  we  are  especially  proud  of 
our  accomplishments.  The  following  list  provides  a  brief 
synopsis  of  some  of  our  activities: 

In  the  spring  of  1990,  the  agency  provided  the  area  Lions  Club 
with  juvenile  volunteers  to  help  in  the  Special  Olympics. 

As  the  recipient  of  several  donations  of  nonsellable  clothing 
items  from  an  area  department  store,  we  dispersed  these  items  to 
the  area  towns'  Welfare  Officers  to  offer  to  the  needy  in  their 
respective  towns. 

Lastly,  Family  Mediation  has  been  interfacing  with  the  area 
schools  in  a  more  intensive  way  than  ever  before.  I  have  been 
working  a  few  hours  a  week  in  the  three  different  school 
districts  in  order  to  lend  services  in  the  following  fashion: 
developing  and  co-facilitating  a  group  for  youths  at-risk; 
crisis  intervention;  and  monitoring  established  cases.  At  the 
Timberlane  School  District,  I  have  also  worked  with  the  school 
in  applying  for  a  grant  that  would  train  key  members  of  the 
school  and  community  in  team  building  skills  in  the  effort  to 
combat  substance  abuse  in  the  communities.  Incidentally,  they 
won  the  grant  and  I  am  honored  to  have  been  chosen  to  be  one  of 
the  community  people  to  be  trained. 

This  program  serves  the  needs  of  your  community's  families,  and 
we  strongly  hope  you  will  continue  to  support  it.

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FINANCE  COMMITTEE  REPORT 


Due  to  current  economic  conditions  the  Finance  Committee  is 
recommending  the  town  budget  be  reduced  by  ^2%.  To  achieve  this, 
we  recommend  that  the  Fund  Balance  on  the  Balance  Sheet 
(approximately  ^0%  of  the  budget)  be  eliminated  and  all  town 
departments  reduce  their  expenses  by  2%.  The  fund  Balance  is  made 
up  of  the  town  departments  over  budgeting  and  fees  that  are 
collected  through  the  year.  In  the  past  the  fund  has  also  been 
used  to  cover  any  short  falls  of  any  one  department.  On  top  of 
this  amount,  the  state  requires  the  town  to  retain  approximately  5% 
of  the  town  budget  to  cover  any  town  emergency  that  may  occur 
during  the  year. 

The  Fund  Balance  is  the  amount  of  tax  monies  collected,  but  not 
used,  and  goes  toward  reducing  the  following  year's  taxes.
